Hy lilt- clcclioii <ii (iiacoiiio Dfllii Ciiicsa to the 
papal throne, a Cardinal relatively little known 
in «ircl»'s oIIkt tliiin (•cclcsnist ic.il Niici'trds Pius X- 

That lie liiis held the rank ol' C'aniiiial for less 
than luur inonlliH argiifs luilliiiiK as to the misoiLs 
that itnided the Sacred College in its final choice. 
Uut that he stood exceptionally lii-rli in the esteem 
of tlu- late l*op«' is evident from his rapid risf 
from an obscure post in the Vatican to be Arch 
bishop of Dologna and then cardinal, all within 
seven years. 

By the ^iiiiplicity aiul saint liiiess of his character 
Pius X, in whom as Patriarch of Venice and Pope 
survived the lovahle villajje priest. eonmiaMdii] 
the reverence of the whole world. In Mcnudicl 
XV, by reason of his labors and expericaee in tiie 
Mrvice of the Church, it is fair to assume, will 
a|>i)eai' a soinewliat ditVi rent type, w itli a liroadei 
outlook ui>on the world's atl'airs and the blending; 
of statesmanlike <iualitie8 with the spiritual power 
of his otlicc. Ten years spent in Madrid with Car- 
dinal K'aMipolla when pa|)al nuncio there and the 
long years of service at the Vatican under the 
secretary of state may prove an important influ- 
ciH-e in lh(> shaping of liis ideas and policies. In 
snioothinj,' the coui'se of tlie Vatican and lendinfr 
adtled loroe to tlic moral power that it exercises, 
the quality of diplomacy or the lack of it must 
ha\e no small hearinjr..
